The coin of which you sent a rubbing is known as a Nova Cone 
stellatio Cent, struck in Fngland for circulation in this country in 
1788. Crosty in his book on the Early Coins of America states that 
"The Nova Constellatios were made in Eirrinzham, in England, and the 
dies were cut by w#yon, of that place. Over forty tons were issued 
” fro one die alone, and many more from another, They were manufac- 
tured by order of a gentleman of New York, who is believed to have 
been Governeur Norris." 

There are several varieties and dates of these pieces, the one 
of which you sent a rubbing is not at all scarce,
